Richard  M.  Jucksoo,  lute consular  clerk 
aud  vice  coDsnl  id  tbo  Failed  Suites 
coosnlato  at  Stutigard,  Germany,  who 
sudden  transition  from  the  dull  routii 
of  labors  io  n  consul's  office,  to  be  oot 
oaly  the  privy  couusclor  hut  the  favor- 
ite and  iuiimatc  compaDiou  ol  the  king 
of  Wnrtcmborg.  baa  beeD  a  oiao  days* 
ivooder,  oud  bus  probably  caused 
talk  and  speculation  io  tho  kiugdom  of 
Wnrlomburg,  nud  ia  fact  throughoui 
all  Germnuy,  tiuta  aay  eroot  that  bin 

itrauge  procedure  ou  the  pun  of  the 
king  to  select  for  such  uo  important  and 
tnisty  position  as  that  of  privy  coao 
selora  young  American,  ao  nlmosteo- 
tire  stranger,  ehould  have  creoicd  on 
iramcDsc  amount  of  com  moat,  nod  en- 
gendered ranch  feeling  and  jealously  iu 
German  society,  was  hut  naiural.forlhe 
position  was  of  that  high  order,  as  court 
minisier,  that  it  was  coveted  by  thous- 
nnda  of  nspiriag  Germius— Gcrmaus 
high  ia  rauk,  h  gh  iu  sociul  positioa, 
and  Germans  with  the  blue  blood  of 
royalty  flowing  in  tbeir  veins.  Before 
proceeding  further  with  my  story  a 
short  biographical  sketch  of  Mr.  Jack- 
eon  will  not  come  amiss  .it  this  point. 
He  is  n  ualivc  of  Slubonville.Obio.  aud 
is  thiny-five  years  of  i  gc.  His  father, 
who  was  a  farmer,  •  as  n  relative,  first 
or  second  cousin,  I  brlicvc.of  iho  famous 
Stonewall  Jackson.  Like  most  tarnicr'c 
sons,  young  Jackooa  passed  his  early 
years  on  the  old  bowcsled, tilling  tbe  soil 
during  the  summer  months,  and  in  the 
winter  nltendiug  tho  villnge  school, 
where  by  close  application  to  his  studies, 
he  became  an  excellent  scholar,  uud  laid 
the  fouudatiou  of  wbitt  promised  to  bo 
a  brilliant  aad  useful  life  in  the  future. 
He  altenvard  entered  oue  of  the  Ohio 
universities,  aad  contiaued  his  studies 
with  success  for  n  seasou,  hut,  having 
a  great  passion  for  minis,  aud  wishing 
to  visit  Europe,  lie  left  college  vithoiu 
gradnnliug,  and  camo  lo  Stuttgard,  it 
Gsnnany,  where  he  cutcred  she  con 
scrvatory  of  music,  which  has  madn  tbo 
Wurtemhurg  capital  ao  lamous.  Here 
lie  made  rapid  progress  as  a  pianii 
and  by  hard  diligent  study  soou  acquir- 
ed the  German  language  so  to  spcuk  it 
flueutly  nnd  to  write  it  without  hesitn- 

It  was  in  April  hut  thut  tbe  kiug 
first,  through  the  mcdiuai  of  a  corre- 
spondence, invited  Mr.  Jackson  to  he  u 
member  of  the  roynl  court  of  Wurlcm- 
hurg.  Tbe  proposition  was  u  great 
■  urprisc  to  Mr.  Jackson,  whose  only 
acquaintance  with  his  majesty  was  by 
occasioonlly  meeting  bim  In  tbe  streets 
or  in  the  parks,  on  which  occasions  ho 
would  politely  raise  his  lint,  nnd  his 
majesty  would  as  politely  returu  tbe 
•ulute.  The  proposition,  although  so 
tempting  and  accompanied  with  tho 
king's  earnest  wfshes  of  acccpUmco  und 
the  promise  of  muny  courtly  fuvors  in 
future,  was  at  first  hcaitntiugly  onter- 
tulncd,  nor  was  It  accepted  uutil  after 
several  week,  of  careful  delibcrntion. 
and  the  algoiug,  on  the  part  of  each,  of 
suudry  Iniportaut  aud  carefully  worded 
document*.  Several  pomonul  iutcr- 
views  were  held  In  making  thcurruuge- 
ineut,  Iu  additiou  to  tbo  corrcspoudnnco 
that  wus  goiug  ou,  at  each  of  which  tho 
king's  Internet  iu  tho  young  Aimrkau 
rapidly  iucreused,  uud,  to  secure  bis 
presence  us  nieaiborof  this  court  uud  as 
a  personal  compouion,  he  was  wllllug 
to  brttow  tn  him  the  highest  honors  of 


bis  realm.    Of  course  it  all  anded  in 
Mr.  Jackson's  reslgalug  bfs  rice-consul- 
ship nnd  bis  clsrkshlp  in  tbn  consnlate, 
aud  at  ence  cnteriag  upon  a  new  enreer 
Ons  pleasant  morning  In  May  last,  ons 
ol  the  royal  couches  from  tho  kingV 
stable*,  with  coachmen  and  footuieu  re 
sploadeut  in  royal  livery,  was  see: 
staadlng  In  frout  of  Mi.  Jnekson'i 
modest  bourding- bouse.  A  large  crowd 
gathered  In  the  street  and  on  tho  side- 
walks to  see  for  whom  it  was  waiting. 
Was  it  for  the  king  bimsell  or  some 
uieaibcr  of  tbo  royal  family?    In  a  few 
minuics  Mr.  Jackson   makes  bis  ap- 
pearnucc  aud  takes  a  scat  in  tbe  coach, 
■be  footmaa  closes  tbo  door  with  much 
ceremony,  ibo  driver  cracks  his  long 
wbip  over  tbs  backs  of  tbe  baudsome 
blooded  burses,  aad  the  young  Ameri- 
can— who  is  now  an  American  no  longer 
huviug  nmcuueed  his  ualiooalily  nad 
swuru  allvgiauc*  to  the  king  of  Wur- 
leuihurg  aud  the  emperor  ol  Germany 
is  borue  away  to  his  uutv  borne  in 
tbe  royal  palace.    An  elegant  suite  of 
live  apariaicuts,  luxuriously  and  splea- 
didly   lurnished,   arc  awaiting  bim. 
Fooimcn,  valets  aud  servants,  geor- 
gcous  an  thsir  scarlet  liveries, with  gold 
silver  lace  trimming,  aro  in  readiaess 
io  wail  upou  bim  aud  to  rua  at  every 
beck  and  aod.    Surely  was  every  fairy 
qu  I  tale  more  fully  realized  than  this  ?  Aud 
Mr.  Jackon  did  aot  enter  upon  this 
nnw  life  for  n  tew  days  or  a  few  weeks 
or  n  few  years,  hut  for  lilc,  with  a 
baudsomc  aunual  stipend  guaranteed — 
laoro  than  sufficient  to  meet  all  his  re* 
quiremeuts. 

Thero  being  no  vacancy  in  tho  court 
of  Wurtcmhurg,  tho  position  of  "reader 
to  his  majesty"  was  created,  to 
liic  rnierucucy,  for  tho  first  time 
court.    Hut  two  oiber  of  the  crowacd 
beads  of  Europe  havo  cOnrt  readers — 
Queen  Victoria  aud  the  emperor 
tjcrraauy— uud  the  creating  of  this  o 
office  in  the  court  of  Wurtemhurg  for 
Jackson  was  considered  un  excep- 
tional houor  and  compliment.     lie  bad 
not  been  long  installed  in  his  nei 
in  before  court  favors  began 
iu  upou  dim. 

The  king  of  Holland,  a  lifo-long 
Irieud  and  hrothcr-iu-law  of  the  king 
of  Wurtcmhurg,   presented    him  the 
"Kuights  Cross  of  tho  Coldcn  Lion  of 
Nassuu"    the  order  of  the  house  of 
Luxemburg.     The  king  ot  Saxony 
who  was  visiting  his  royal  colleague 
Stuitgord,  was  so  highly  pleased  with 
tbo  yocng  American  tbnt  be  bestowod 
on  b  m  the  "Knights  Cross  of  the  Al- 
bert's Order."    The  Emperor  Franz 
Joseph,  of  Austria,  who  was  stayiag 
wiih  ibe  king  of  Wortemburg  for 
few  daye  at  the  tatter's  country  palace 
Frisdrichsbafen,  on  Lake  Cooetancc, 
became  so  iutorcsted  iu  his  royal  Head's 
protege  that  ho  invested  him  with  tbe 
very  ancient '-Order  of  thn  Iron  Crown 
ol  Austriu,"  one  of  iho  highest  nnd 
laost  hoaornblc  gilts  tbnt  tbo  Austrian 
modftrdi  «ia  conrer  on   u  annject. 
Duriag  the  mo-th  of  August  tho  king 
made  Mr.  Jackson  his  privy  counsel) 
aad  conferred  upon  him  the  title  of 
Gebeimer  Ilofratb,"  and  on  the  Uth 
I  September— the  hirthc'ay  of  Queen 
Otga— be  gave  bim  tbe  "Knights  Cross 
of  (he  Crowu  of  Wurtemhurg  "  Since 
last  gift  Mr.  Jackson  has  been 
uiodc  n  biiron.    The  list  of  orders  nod 
titles  already  givcu  and  coalerrcd  stops 
here  for  (he  preseut ;  to  wbut  numbers 
ihey  will  increase  in  the  future  timn 
ly  will  tell.    Seldom,  if  ever,  bos  an 
American  received  such  honors  and 
;h  marks  of  royal  favor.    Mr.  Jack- 
sou's  duties  in  his  new  position  are  not 
onerous  or  burdensome.    Most  of  his 
time  he  spends  in  company  with  the 
king,  aud  duriotr  his  (tbe  king's)  walks 
aud  rides  is  bie  almost  cous 
pauiou.    When  his  majesty  mnkes  long 
short  viails  to  his  couutry  palnccs  at 
Babenbauscn,  Fricdrichwbfcn,  Wilbel- 
or  Berg,  when  ho  goes  on  hunting 
excurbions  to  various  parts  of  bis  king- 
m  or  out  of  his  kingdom  he  is  sure 
be  accompii uied  by   bis  new  privy 
cuosclor,  who  has  become  as  much 
tached  to  his  majesty  as  bis  majesty  has 
to  him.    He  dines  with  the  royal  family 
aud  bis  travelling  expenses  are  pnid 
wherever  he  goes.   C'crtaiu  hertcs  ii 
the  royal  stables  are  at  his  command 
and  he  hns  but  to  express  a  wish  to  have 
it  grniiu'cd.     At  the  volksfcst 
Stuttgard.  duriug  the  month  of  Septem- 
ber last.au  immense  concourse  of  people 
guthen  d  to  wituess  the  sports,  nnd  also 
to  get  u  signs  of  the  emperor  of  Gcr- 
muuy,  who  was  to  be  prescat.  On 
entering  the  grounds  ol  tbe  race  course 
the  king  rode  with  tho  emperor  In  u 
carringo  drawu  by  six  hlnck  horses, 
with  out-riders  io  crimson  livery.  Fol- 
lowing the  royal  carriage  was  unothcr 
drawn  by  four  elegant  horses,  with  out- 
riders io  the  samo  livery,  seated  io 
hich  was  Hcrr  von  Juckson,  with  thrco 
officers  high  in  rank  in  thn  Gorman 
army,  in  full  uniform.    In  additiou  U 
tho  gifts  of  orders  and  titles  Mr.  Jack- 
son has  frequently  received  from  the 
king  testimonies  of  his  friendship  io 
tbo  .bupe  of  rure  und  bcuutiful  hooks, 
pniutiutrs  uud  diamonds. 


Among  tbe  RIOe-Pits. 
Fifty  yards  fn  front  of  the  abatf*  tb.

As  a  consc<|unnce,  ut 
first  the  pickets  were  posted  only  at 
night,  so  that  from  midnight  to  mid- 
ight  tbe  poor  fellow  s  lay  lo  tbnlr  rifle- 
pits  nnder  a  broiliog  July  sun,  with  oo 
protection  from  tbo  lntolsrable  heat 
iceptlog  tbs  scaaty  shade  of  a  litlle 
piuc  brosb  erected  overhead,  or  In 
front  cf  the  pit  as  a  screen.  There  the 
picket  lay,  flat  on  his  face,  pickiog  off 
tbo  snemy's  men  whenever  ho  could 
calch  sight  of  a  head  or  even  so  much 
"  right  glad  would  '  o  be 
if,  wben  the  long-awaited  relief  came  ut 
length,  he  had  uo  wounds  W  show. 

But  latter  on,  as  'Jie  seigc  pro- 
gressed, ibis  murderous  state  of  affairs 
gradually  disappeared.  Neither  sido 
fonnd  it   pleasant  nor  profitable,  nud

'uns  whipped  you  'nns  up  tbe  valley  the 
other  day  j"  or  how  "if  we  had  Stoac- 
wall  Jackson  yet,  we'd  be  iu  Washing- 
ton befoi-e  winter ,"ormaybcouly  wished 
o  hsvc  a  friendly  gnmc  of  cards 

There  was  a  certain  chivulrous 
itiqnottc  developed  through  thia  social 
intercourse  of  deadly  foeraea,  aod  it 
really  admirable.  Seldom  was 
there  breach  of  confidence  on  cither 
It  would  havo  gono  hnrd  with 
the  comrade  who  should  havo  ventured 
to  shoot  down  a  man  ia  gray  who  had 
left  his  gun  nad  come  out  of  hie  pit  un- 
der the  sacred  protection  of  a  piece  of 
white  paper. 

If  disngreemeut  ever  occurred  iu  har- 
teriag,  or  high  worde  nrosc  in  discus- 
sioo,  shots  were  uever  fired  until  duo 
notice  had  bceu  given.

only  two  of  Its  slguers  belioved 
full  sense  and  odd  other  was  uncertain 
whether  bs  should  or  should  not  hs  of 
their  oplalon.

The  Black  Bear's  Cunulnsf. 

In  tbo  Century  for  March,  Charles 
C.  Ward  has  an  cntcrtaiuing  lib  s> 
trated  nrticlc  on  "Tbo  Black  Bear." 
which  be  describes  Bruin's  bnunts 
Maine  and  New  Brunswick,  relates 
several  hunting  incideuts  oud  depicts 
Bruiu's  peculinrities  in  pnrt  as  follow 
"I  reslly  thiak  that  Bruin  possesses  tbo 
sense  of  humor;   nt  all  events 
nctlous  point  that  wny,  and  there  it 
doubt  that  lie  ie  extremely  cuaoing  nnd 
observing. 

"I  oncu  had  un  Kaglish  friend 
ing  me,  who  played  the  flute.  II 
in  tho  habit  of  marching  up  and  down 
while  playing,  near  it  tame  bear  I  hn-1 
nt  the  lime.  The  bear  hnd  a  piece  of 
stick  nbont  two  feet  long,  which  he 
tossed  about  for  amusement.  After 
time  he  came  to  handle  the  slick  very 
much  as  my  friend  did  his  flute.

"Each  jury  shall  coasist  of  12 
jurors,  tbe  agreemsnt  of  two-thirds  of 
bom  shall  be  sufficieat  for  a  vordict  iu 
If  cases,  both  civil  nnd  pcna,!except  in 
caaital  coses,  wben  three-fourths  must 
ugrce,  to  make  a  verdict  vnlid.  But 
in,  fn  rendering  tbo  verdict, 
shall  atnte  how  many  jurors  have 
igrecd." 

The  ouly  criticism  thut  bus  yet  been 
offered  to  such  a  rulo  is  that,  in  capital 
cases,  thn  verdict  should  ho  un 
Rather  1st  the  proportions  remaio  as 
proposed,  aud  ubolisb  tbo  punishment 
of  death,  us  well  as  the  pardouing  pow- 
b  of  pcrsous  convicted  of 
murder  io  tba  first  degree.  Such  a 
cbauge  in  tbe  jury  system  must  tend  to 
expedito  court  business,  uvoid  disagree- 
meat  of  juries  and  secure  grcutcr  hon- 
esty among  jurors  and  will  as  surely 
come  in  time  us  the  nholition  of  capital 
punishment.
